The 
government's high handed and uncon- 
stitutional measure has resulted In an 
unexpected disturbance to the peace 
of the city, in which the Mikado re- 
sides.

Therefore be It resolved that we hope 
the humiliating peace agreement will 
be broken and the government will re- 
sign."

another winter with the same old rnudholes. The business 
section will again resemble Venice with its waterways, 
^ith the element of cleanliness and navigability elimin- 
ated. 
This is to be sincerely regretted and comes as a 


keen disappointment te the public that were assured that 
this season would witness the completon of street paving 
at least in the main business district. It is not our inten- 
tion to censure the vouncil for its determination in this 
matter—their reasons may be good—but it seems to us 
that if we are to wait until the various promissecl improve- 
ments are made along the line of the proposed street woik 
the milk-mum will arrive before Reno has another paved 
street. 


Every street in the business distrh t has been obstiucted 


by building material at some point almost constantly for 
the past four years and there is every reason to believe 
that each succeeding year will see a lepetition of this con- 
dition while Reno continues to be a progressive city. We 
a*-e told that the delay this time is caused by a desire to 
give the water company an opportunity to lay larger mains 
through the thoroughfares upon which the improvements 
are contemplated and thus avoid the necessity of again 
tearing up the streets. 
From this point of view of ac- 


commodating the water company this may be good and 
sufficient. But how how about the public that must he in- 
convenienced? What assurance-have the people that these 
mains will be laid during the coming fall and winter? Has 
the water company given a bond that the work will be 
done before next April? We understand that street rail- 
way company has promised to lay its rails on the various 
(streets in the paving district by that time. 
Have they 


given any assurance that the work will be done? 


When Reno was incorporated nearly three years ago we 


were assured that it .vould result in better public service. 
We have seen the police doubled and tripled, likewise the 
fire department. 
We have paid additional taxes uncom- 


plainingly, but it would take a vivid imagination to point 
out wherein we have benefitled under city government, be- 
yond acquiring additional fire fighting facilities. And in this 
connection it may be pointed out that there has been no | 
reduction in insurai.ee rates whatever as a compensation 
for the thousands of dollars «pent in reducing the risk to 
an association of foreign insurance companies. 


As above stated we believe the council is sincere in its 


desire to benefit the city, but they are handicapped by a 
wish to be accommodating to private individuals. This 
should not be. There never yet was a city built by waiting 
the pleasure of every private individual who might be 
temporarily ineonvenienced. 


Reno is behind in the matter of municipal improvements 


and it is one of the first things noted and commented upon 
by the visitor who arrives here from more progressive 
cities of similar size and importance. It is time we were 
aroused to the necessity of putting on a good front and 
keeping up with the procession. Let the council get to- 
gether cfhd determine upon a line of action and then not 
permit anything to disturb a plan once it is outlined. 


The dilatory tactics heretofore in vogue only results in 


no one being satistied, and gives the council, who are really 
a well-meaning body of men, a reputation for lack of ex- 
ecutive ability that reflect^ upon the whole community.

FTER much preparation and having caused doubt 


in the minds of many people, it now looks as though 


the final obstacles have been c>vercome, and that the West- 
ern Pacific Railroad company is about to begin real work.

above us arc so delicately blue? It is 
not that the gas that we call air is in 
itself blue. So far as we know it is 
quite transparent and absolutely color- 
less. No; the blue comes from reflected 
light. Air is never pure. Tou could not j 
live in it if it were. Countless millions! 
of tiny particles, chiefly of water, are 
always suspended in it. and these ar- 
rest a free passage of light. Each par- 
ticle has a double reflection—one in- 
ternal, the other external—and so the 
reflected rays suffer what is called 
"Interference" and show color. 


You will notice that the sky appears 


much bluer if you look straight up 
than if you look across toward the 
horizon. The reason is that in the first 
instance you 
are 
naturally looking 


through a much thlnnner layer of air 
than in the second. If ther were no air, 
and consequently no watery vapor, 
and nothing to interfere with 
free 


passage of light, even at midday the 
sky would look perfectly black, an<] 
all the stars plainer than they do now 
at midnight.
